Criminal History 

EULO, an LCN member, is reported to have been 
born in Chicago, Illinois, on February 17, 1907, however, 
this information is unsubstantiated by birth records. 

No information is available regarding EULO's parents and 
their background. EULO apparently grew up in Chicago 
during the "CAPONE" era of crime and was vaguely referred 
to in his -file as a "CAPONE hoodlum". 

EULO's first recorded arrest occurred on March 5, 
1932, when EULO was arrested by the Chicago Police Depart¬ 
ment on a charge of (1) Robbery with a Gun, (2) Possession 
of a Machine Gun. This charge resulted in a conviction 
following which EULO was sentenced to the Illinois State 
Penitentiary, Joliet, Illinois, for a period of five years 
to life. The Identification Record indicates EULO was 
released on parole on September 20, 1941.

Chicago Tribune, advised EULO was sentenced-in 1932 under 
the Habitual Criminal Act for his part in the above listed 
robbery.

EULO was arrested by the Chicago Police Department 
again on March 6, 1949, on a charge of damaging city property. 
On March 31, 1949, he entered a plea of guilty and was fined 
$5.00.

On January 7, 1960, EULO was arrested by the Chief 
Investigator, Stated Attorney's office (Cook County), Chi¬ 
cago, Illinois, for "inquiry". No charges resulted from 
this arrest and EULO was released. 

On August 18, 1960, EULO was one of several persons 
arrested during a gambling raid .in Cicero, Illinois, where 
MARIO DE STEFANO ran a horse book and crap game in his 
restaurant. 

The available files pertaining to EULO contain 
no specific allegations of illegal activity, but indicate 
an interest and/or involvement in gambling activities, 
primarily in the Cicero, Illinois area. EULO apparently 
worked in several Cicero clubs and may have had a financial 
investment in one or more since he reportedly bemoaned the 
fact various gambling raids by the Cook County Sheriff's 
Police had hurt him. 

In one vague reference, not attributed to a 
source, EULO was described as being a lieutenant of SAM 
GIANCANA. 


On April 24, 1964, Chicago source |_| 

advised EULO is a "muscle man and hit man" for JACK CERONE. 

There is no explanation contained"in any of the 
existing files why EULO has the nickname "SHARKEY". 

During his incarceration in the Illinois State 
Penintentiary (1932 - 1941), EULO was given psychological 
testing. In 1933, one of the staff doctors gave EULO a 
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test to determine his mental age/capacity. The doctor 
reported EULO had a mental age of 13 years/ 5 months 
when this test was administered to EULO at age 26. He 
further stated EULO possesses low average intelligence. 



The Chicago files contain much information 
relating to EULO's background, who he telephones, etc. 

Very little information is on file pertaining to sub¬ 
stantive violations of law. The informant coverage of 
EULO is virtually non-existent. 

In 1969 - 1970, EULO sold his home in the Chicago 
area and moved to 1703 Hickory Drive, Holiday, Florida, 
where he continues to reside with his wife. He is now 71 
years of age. 

Based on the foregoing information, EULO cannot 
be considered to be an active member of the Chicago organ¬ 
ized crime family. 

I has advised that EULO is a member of 
the Chicago "family" of the LCN.
